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Israel jails 4 Arabs 

TEL AVIV, Nov. 8 (R). — Four young men from 
a nearby Palestinian refugee camp have been jailed 
for nine months for taking part in demonstrations, 
army sources said here today. 

The young men who were not identified, came 
from the Beit Alma camp. Youngsters of many 
towns on the Occupied West Bank of Jordan de¬ 
monstrated on Nov. 2.

Latest to be caught up in the labour unrest spre¬ 
ading through the country were its civil servants, 
who announced today that they will strike within 
15 days if the government refuses an immediate 
pay increase. 

The wage disputes come against a background 
of continuing high inflation, expected to reach 30 
per cent this year.

Israel likely to 
get its way at 
UNESCO’s

NAIROBI, Nov. 8 (R). — Israeli 
membership of UNESCO’s Euro¬ 
pean group was virtually assured 
here today. 

The UNESCO general conferen¬ 
ce today formally approved - - with 
70 votes in favour, none against 
and 27 abstentions --a proposal 
recognising the right of all mem¬ 
ber states to belong to the UNES¬ 
CO regional group of their choice. 
The Soviet Union and the Arab 
World have pointed out that Is¬ 
rael is not part of Europe, but the 
new proposal gets round the pro¬ 
blem. 

There were also strong indica¬ 
tions that the United States, which 
cut off its contributions to UNES¬ 
CO after a bitter row over Israel 
two years ago, might now pay the 
$38 million it still owes for 1975- 
76. 

/Senator Dick Clark, chairman 
of the U.S. Senate Subcommittee 
on African Affairs, said in a sta¬ 
tement that he hoped Washington 
would resume full commitment to 
UNESCO -- “including monetary” 

- - if “a conciliatory attitude” con¬ 
tinued to prevail in the 141-nation 
U.N. Educational, Scientific and 
Cultural Organisation. 

At the 1974 general conference 
in Paris, delegates voted against 
Israeli membership of the Euro¬ 
pean group. This led to a bitter 
row and the U.S. decision to cut 
off its contributions. 


MAHMOUD 
RIAD DUE 
HERE TODAY 

AMMAN (R). — Arab League 
Secretary General Mahmoud 
Riad will arrive here Tuesday 
on a short visit to Jordan, offi¬ 
cial sources said here today. 

Mr. Riad is on a tour of se¬ 
veral countries to follow up the 
resolutions of the Arab summit 
conference held in Cairo last 
month. 

The summit endorsed a plan 
agreed at the sir-sided Riyadh 
summit, which called for a 
30,000-strong Arab security for¬ 
ce to separate the waning par¬ 
ties and deter truce violations 
in Lebanon. 

Mr. Riad visited Damascus 
Monday where he had talks 
with President Hafez Assad. 

The Arab League secretary 
general later arrived in Beirut 
where he called on Lebanese 
President Elias Sarkis to disc- 
pss the functions of the Arab 
security force. 

Mr. Riad accompanied by the 
Arab League's special envoy to 
Lebanon, Dr. Hassan Sabri A1 
Kholi, then flew back to Da¬ 
mascus for further talks. 

They left in a Syrian military 
helicopter from the small port 
of Kaslik, north of Beirut.

But the Syrian army is expected to 
be the backbone of the force. The Syrian soldiers in the first deployment crossed the battle lines 
just east of leftist-held Aley.

EEC rejects Arab 
proposals for 
large-scale preferential 
trade agreement 

BRUSSELS, Nov. 8 (R). — The 
Common Market has opposed 
proposals from Arab countries 
for a wide-ranging preferential 
trade agreement between the 
EEC and the members of the 
Arab League, community offi¬ 
cials said today. 

The Arab proposal was discus¬ 
sed by experts from the twe si¬ 
des here last week, who met as 
part of the so-called Euro-Arab 
dialogue for intensified eco- 
corpic and industrial coopera¬ 
tion between them. 

The community feels trade 
relations between the two sides 
can be handled within existing 
arrangements between the EEC 
and individual Arab states. 

Nine of the 20 Arab League 
countries have preferential tra¬ 
de pacts with the co mmuni ty, 
but the EEC refuses to extend 
such arrangements beyond the 
immediate Mediterranean area, 
claiing it would go against its 
international trade obligations. 

The Arabs feel the importan¬ 
ce of trade flows between the 
Arab states and the EEC entitle 
them to special preferential 
links with the co mmun ity. Arab 
League members are now the 
biggest single trading partner 
of the EEC, supplying 20 per 
cent of its imports and taking 
nearly 13 per cent of its ex¬ 
ports. 

The issue will now go to the 
so-called General Commission 
of the dialogue due to meet at 
top political level in Tunis next 
month or early next year, the 
officials said.

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Elements of hope 


It is further to be applauded that President Sarkis said 
that after security and stability were assured in Lebanon, 
there could be guarantees of "human freedoms and the rights 
of the citizens.” That would be icing on the cake. 


Security and stability should be the immediate goals of 
the people who look upon Lebanon with goals in mind. Free¬ 
doms and rights will not come by presidential fiat, but will 
emerge from the clear will of the majority of Lebanese if and 
when circumstances permit the majority of the Lebanese to 
express their will. It is nevertheless an encouraging sign that 
President Sarkis is talking in terms of these things, and one 
hopes that the new Lebanon, unlike the old one, will indeed 
spread the fruits of freedom around to all the citizens. 


Once again. Lebanon rinds itself at a crossroads. The nor¬ 
mal pattern has been that a crossroads is something to be 
transcended by the force of gunfire. Today, the elements are 
in place to change this recent tradition. Most important in the 
short run among these elements is the will of an honest presi¬ 
dent, the physical presence and determination to act of Arab 
peace troops, and, hovering vaguely in the background, the 
desire of the Arab states to bring this gruesome war to an end. 


In the long run, though, the only element that will ensure 
peace and freedom for the Lebanese people is the ability of 
the fighting factions to compromise and act faithfully.. They 
have a chance this week to prove* their goodwill in this respect j 
by cooperating with the Arab peace forces. .

The farewell ceremony to the 
departing Saudi forces from Jor¬ 
dan Sunday was subject of com¬ 
ment Monday by the Jordanian 
newspapers which thanked the 
Saudi troops for sharing in the 
defence of Jordan's confrontation 
lines since 1967 and the Saudi 
Arabian government for its help 
in this respect. 


Al Dustour says that in his ad¬ 
dress to the Saudi forces. His 
Majesty King Hussein referred to 
a magnificent pattern of coopera¬ 
tion among brothers “who are bo¬ 
und together in a common herita¬ 
ge and a long history.” 


The paper says : “The cordial 
relations between Jordan and Sa¬ 
udi Arabia have always been fra¬ 
ternal and constructive for the 
wellbeing of all the Arabs. There 
.is no doubt that^.the presence of 
the Saudi troops on Jordanian 
confrontation lines, side -by side 
with the Jordanian armed forces 
during the past ten years, was an 
embodiment of this fraternity and 
cooperation.” 


Al Dustour says that the unity

Whether or not Dr. Thanat’s 
advice is followed may well de¬ 
pend on the evolution of what 
some analysts see as unstable “co¬ 
llective leadership” by the count¬ 
ry’s new rulers.

Black horses in American politics are not 
the best American presidents as far as Arabs 
are concerned.

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(The civil war in Lebanon has brought a new setback to the 
Palestinians, who only two years ago were riding high after 
repeated frustrations and humiliations. Yet, as so often in the 
past, they could and probably will find a way to make them¬ 
selves heard *»gafa, to d emand that the rest of the world reco¬ 
gnise them for what they are. In this article written for the 
Christian Science Monitor, Ambassador Francis Russell, a 
retired U.S. diplomat who has served in both the Arab World 
and Israel, rntpiains to the non-Arab reader who the Palesti¬ 
nians are and makes some suggestions of his own for tackling 
the Palestinian problem. From 1954 to 1956, he was special As¬ 
sistant to the U.S. Secretary of State for Israeli-Arab relations.)

Their name appears almost da¬ 
ily in the press.

At the eastern end of the Medi- 
terranean there is a land bridge 
about the size of New Jersey con¬ 
necting southern Europe and Asia 
with northern Africa.

The areas thus connected were 
the birthplace of three of the wor¬ 
ld's earliest and greatest civilisa¬ 
tions: The Nile Valley; the Tig- 
ris-Euphrates Valley; and the Ae¬ 
gean. Palestine became more than 
any other spot in the world a 
crossroads, a meeting place, and a 
battleground of cultures, religions, 
and nations. This was true in ear¬ 
lier recorded times. It is still true. 

Into this area, around 1200 B.C., 
two tribes arrived from very diff¬ 
erent backgrounds: The Philistin¬ 
es who gave the area its name 
— Philistia, later Palestine; and 
the Israelites. 

The Philistines, of Hellenic de¬ 
scent, came from Crete and set¬ 
tled on the plain along the south¬ 
ern Palestinian coasts where they 
founded five great cities from 
Joppa to Gaza. They introduced 
the manufacture of iron into that 
part of the world and in other 
ways developed a highly advanc¬ 
ed culture. They allied themsel¬ 
ves and ultimately merged with 
the Canaanites, a people Who had 
inhabited Palestine since 3000 B.C.

Two-hundred-thousand found th¬ 
emselves in Gaza on the edge cf 
Egyptian Sinai: 450,000 in Jordan, 
mostly on the West Bank of the 
River Jordan; 100,000 in Lebanon; 

By natural incre¬ 
ase. those registered as refugees 
today total some 1.6 million. Ne¬ 
arly as many again live in the 
Middle East without the formal 
label of "refugee”, making the 
total number of Palestinians in 
the world just short of three 
million.

At the outset, most of the re¬ 
fugees lived in tents, some in ca¬ 


ves, some in buildings converted 
into dormitories by burlap drap¬ 
es. They have been kept alive by 
the operations of UNRWA, which 
has spent on them some $ 30 per 
person per year. There have be¬ 
en no opportunities for emigra¬ 
tion for the general mass. 

In 1967, the Gaza Strip and the 
West Bank were seized by the 
Israelis and are now administered 
by them. (They had occupied the 
Gaza Strip briefly after the 1956 
war.) The Palestinians living in 
both areas are now not only re¬ 
fugees living in their own land 
but a subject people. 

What happens when the vast 
majority of the population of a 
country is forcibly uprooted by a 
militant minority mostly of fore¬ 
ign origin and confined over a 
quarter of a century to soul-des¬ 
troying camp life without hope of 
change ? There are no precedents 
in modem history. 

There is, however, one case 
that could have given some basis 
for prognostication. In 1945, when 
the United States began its oc¬ 
cupation of Japan, the high com¬ 
mand made a study of military oc¬ 
cupations of the past. It conclud¬ 
ed that they can be successful for 
a period no longer than five years. 

After that, human nature begins 
to assert itself and casts about 
for outside help. A resistance mo¬ 
vement springs up. Lacking other 
means of asserting themselves, th¬ 
ey turn to “terrorism” and other 
forms of violence. 

As Mr. Amos Elon, Israel’s re¬ 
nowned author, says: “There is a 
symmetry between the Israelis’

But Mr. Oganov, a short, square 
man with a businesslike approach 
. to life, thinks the novelty may be 
wearing off. Although he gave few 
details, he did say that the factory 
supplying him with bottles has re¬ 
duced its shipment this year by 8 
znillion bottles — presumably be¬ 
cause more were being recycled. 

One more reason for poor re¬ 
turn figures: only certain stores in 
each neighbourhood in Soviet cit¬ 
ies accept returns, and some of 
them are hard to find. 

The Pepsi factory here is surely 
the only one in the Pepsi chain 
carrying large likenesses of Len¬ 
in and Soviet Communist Party le¬ 
ader Leonid Brezhnev. (Hie latter 
visited the plant in 1974 and wro¬ 
te in the visitors’ book that he was 
glad to see the plant working ‘Tor 
the benefit of the Soviet people.") 

The two pictures stand beside a 
large sign in red letters that pro¬ 
claims not Pepsi, but the party, 
which it calls “the intelligence, the 
honour, and the conscience of the 
epoch "- 

Tnside the blue and yellow gates 
about 85 persons, mostly women, 
earn between $ 190 and $ 245 a 
month working at an assembly 
line with a capacity of 60 million 
bottles a year. 

The line occupies only one part 
of the building, which is actually 
a brewery. 

One other problem, which Mr. 
Oganov says is being met: the 
caps, or crowns, of the bottles 
(put on under pressure to hold ca- 
rbonation in the drink) were fa¬ 
ulty to begin with. Eager Soviet 
consumers would open stored bot¬ 
tles to find the drink flat. 

Mr. Oganov says a new plastic 
lining in the tops has put matters 
right and that Pepsi Soviet-style 
will last two years in an unopen¬ 
ed bottle. 

The production-line equipment 
comes from West Germany. The 
Pepsi concentrate itself arrives in 
refrigerated trucks once every 
three months from a Pepsi-Cola 
subsidiary in Cork, Ireland: So¬ 
viet plants make the labels, tops, 
and the blue and yellow polyethy¬ 
lene shipping crates as well as 
the bottles.
